THE FIRST CHAMPIONSHIP. 

There were seven competitors in the first 
championship, all of whom were well-known 
figures in the Irish sporting world. Mr. 
J. M. Meldon, the “well. tt Trinity, 
Phoenix, and Gentlemen of Ireland cricketer, 
beat W. W. Goodbody in the first round, 
1,000 to 931, and Sir Richard Musgrave, 
Bart., beat W. Rankin, 1,001 to 910, Mus- 
grave scoring 253 in fifty-five minutes. C. 

Coote, who beat J. McCann, was de- 
feuted by Meldon in the second round, and 
Musgrave had an easy victor y over E. 8. 
Cameron. Meldon beat Musgrave in the 
final, 1,000 to 940, apf they had been 
level at 540 ail and 653 . 

This year the Irish prateddiinia champion- 
ship of 8,000 up was won at the Ship Hotel 
by John Dedcan (Belfast), who beat W. 
Gilligan (Dublin), 8,001 to 6,734 for the 
shield presented by Messrs. Burroughes and 
Watts, Duncan making a break of 151. 

Mr. Jack Nugent, the outstanding figure 
in Irish amateur billiards, made his first 
appearance in the following year’s cham- 
“gn but was beaten in the | second round 

the ultimate winner, Mr. Arthur F. 
Marsh, a well-known cross-country rider. In 
the final Marsh beat Collie, 2,000 to 1,985, 
after they had been level four times. in 
the fourth session, and in the challenge 
round Marsh beat the holder, Meldon, by 132 

oints, Marsh making a break of 72, the 
ighest in that year’s competition. 


AN EXCITING FINISH. 

In 1905 Jack Nugent had an exciting finish 
with Goodbody in the final, being within 
three points of the game when he missed a 
cannon. In the following year Nugent had a 
runaway victory over J. Grimes in the second 
round, winning 1,000 to 279, and scoring 408 
in 59 minutes, probably a ‘‘record’ in 
amateur play, but Major Mainwaring beat 
him in the final, and Marsh beat Mainwaring 
in the challenge round, In 1907 Nugent beat 
Meldon in the final, and, challenging the 
tolder, Marsh, beat him, to win his first 
championship, Nugent making a break of 107, 
while Marsh made one of 103; and in this 
competition Cooke had a break of 111 against 
Nugent earlier, and Mainwaring a run of 11U 
against Collie. 

NUGENT'S FOUR WINS. 

In 1908 J. McMeldon beat Marsh in the final, 
and also defeated Nugent, the bolder, in 
the challenge round by the margin of only 
one point. It was a fine contest, and they 
were level at 1,027 all and 1,961. The next 
vear Nugent had further bad luck, being 
beaten by two points by J. H. Jones in the 
early stages, and Marsh beat Collie in the 
final, and defeated Meldon in the challenge 
round. Nugent's turn came at last in 1910, 
when he challenged and beat Marsh by 411 
points. In 1911 he had a closer call, only out- 
pointing Marsh, the challenger, by ál. 
Nugent successfully defended liis title in the 
two succeeding years, beating William David- 
son in 1912 by 262 pointe, and J. McMeldor 
in 1913 by a huain of 219. 


NEW ASSOCIATION FORMED. 


Nugent, having won the trophy pe reper, 


running, the shield became his own 
and the Irish Amateur Championsbsp Tapaed 
for a number of years. In 1925 the ris 
Amateur Billiards Association was fected, 
and Nugent generously presented the shield 
to the new Association as a perpetual trophy.

Pen-Lore. 


I was very much interested the other 
day when a medical friend remarked to 
me that, in his opinion, the old-fashioned 
pen and ink-pot was much healthier than 
the modern fountain pen. The latter may 
save time and trouble, but is more liable 
to cause writer's cramp and other evils: 
for there is no necessity to pause while 
using it. With an ordinary pen, on tlie 
contrary, the compulsory act of reaching 
to dip it in the pot momentarily rests and 
relaxes the muscles of hand .nd arm. 

Of course, to clerks, such as bank 
cashiers, who write only a few lines and 
figures and then stop to count out coins, 
the fountain pen must be a real boon: 
but to authors or any workers who write 
for long hours without interruption it is 
paid to be a snare against health. My 
friend's advice—‘‘ Buy an inkpot’’— 
seems well worth taking, so I pass it on. 
For all that, I use a fountain pen myself. 


Che Irish “ Che.” 
The fact that The O'Mahony has been 


successful in his election campaign reminds 
me again that he is the holder of one of 
the most cherished prefixes in the world. 
That ‘‘ The’ is used by only a few 
persons, and they must have a very defi- 
nite right to it. Strange to say, even 
among Irishmen there is a very vague idea 
of the significance of the prefix. I have 
heard people say that it can be assumed 
by anyone who wishes to do so. That is, 
of course, nonsense. “The” can only 
he used by the eldest son of the direct 
descendant of the last chief of the clan 
concerned, For example, The O’ Mahony 
is a lineal descendant of the last chief of 
the clan O’ Mahony. 

To be strictly accurate, the title is not 
a hereditary one. “The” was given to 
an elected chief, and it did not follow 
as a matter of course that his eldest son 
would succeed him, though in actual 
practice he very often did. At the be- 
ginning of the last century some of the 
descendants of the last holders of the 
chieftaincies began to use the “The” 
again, and. since ,then. courtesy has 
sanctioned its continued use. I should say 
that, in addressing any holder of the prefix 
“The,” the surname only should be 
spoken, It is incorrect to say “ Mr.”

President Cos- 
ve was generally expected to top the 
ll, which he did, increasing his total 
nearly a thousand votes. Mr. An- 
thony and Mr. Flinn, the other two out- 
ing members, were also returned, 
has in each case it was only after 
struggle with other candi- 
dates. new members are Mr. T. P.

Breen, as the orchestral share, with a selec- 
tion of songs by Miss Agnes O'Kelly, includ- 
ing Handel's “ Lascia chio pianngo,”’ and 
Massenet’s '“ Elegv,” which would have 
sufficed to give distinction to another night’s 
programme. 

Happily I was able to retain a clear im 
pression of Mrs. Boxwell’s playing of the 
pianoforte solo in Beethoven's monumental 
‘‘Emperor’’ Concerto. Here we had a 
splendid adequacy of energy for spirited 
passages, classical reserve, and grace for the 
poised beauty of the middle movement, and 
coherence in exposition for structural work. 
Mrs. Boxwell rejoiced in Beethoven's glory 
of decorative exuberance. That was the 
spirit of her performance. Looking into its 
details, one admired her care for beauty of 
pianoforte tone, and the success with which 
she added the sweetness of the upper octaves 
to a fundamental strength. In short, we 
knew that the “‘Emperor’’ Concerto was a 
noble work, and we felt that Mrs. Boxwell 
brought love as well as technical readiness 
to its performance.

The Kutcer String 
Quartet, performing in the ‘‘ Celebrity” 
Concert at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, on 
Saturday Jast, took the more hazardous course

aydn's which includes the dainty movement 
now commonly known as a Serenata. These 
present no great obstacles to popular apprecia. 
tion, and, as the Kutcer Quartet gave the 
music its fairest aspect, its performances were 
well received. 

The Vocalists at the concert were a tenor 
and a bass. Mr. Joseph Hislop, a Scotsman 
who once nearly convinced Covent Garden 
that a native artist might vie fairly with 
those of Continental origin, was heard in 
plsoeing groups of operatic numbers and 
allads. His best in each, .probabiy, was 
reserved for encore presentation—the aria, 
“EB lucevan le stelle,’ from “La Tosca."’ 
and the ballad, ' Bonnie Mary of Argyle.’’

clusion that more drastic action will have to 
be taken by him because of the liberties taken 
by the producers. “ Even when the story is 
not in itself wholly immoral.” says Mr. 
Shortt, “there appears to be a desire to stress 
the unpleasant aspect. with a wealth of 
detail which is altogether prohibitive for 
public exhibition.’’ Exception was taken by 
the Board to 284 films, from which “ cuts’ 
were made, and 34 films were completely 
banned. The fact that the British Board of 
Film Censors has no statutory authority, and 
that it is, in fact, merely an advisory body to 
the trade, weakens its decisions, and in many 
cases the banned films have been subsequently 
shown publicly by permission of local licens- 
ing authorities. In other cases films passed 
by the Board have been banned by local 
authorities, so that the whole business of 
censorship in Great Britain is in something 
of a muddle 


THE CAUSE, 


The root of the censorship tronble is that 
the cinema is too popular. The theatre is 
now, as it has always been, selective in its 
plays and in its audiences; people go to the 
theatre because they desire to see a particular 
play or player. The cinema is a habit, and 
people go to “the pictures " with little or no 
reference to the programme presented. The 
suggestion that films should be labelled as 
definitely as plays, so that their suitability 
for “ family ”' 
gauged, seems to be the only reasonable way 
out of the difficulty. In time it may be that 
cinemas will have “ policies’’ as distinctive 
as theatres, and until that day arrives there 
will be trouble for censors and managers. 

On Thursday last Mr. R. C. Sheriff, author 
of “ Journey's End,' who is now at Oxford, 
stated quite emphatically that he intends to 
complete his studies at the University. But 
just as emphatically Universal announces that 
he “is to go to Hollywood within a month, 
and write for the screen. He will remain in 
Hollywood for at least four months.” It is 
not certain which of these announcements {fs 
correct, but it would seem that Universal's 
may be accepted, as it is already announced 
that Mr. Sherriff is to prepare Erich Re- 
marque’s *‘The Road Back” for the screen, 
and that James Whale will direct the pro- 
duction of this sequel to “ All Quiet on the 
Western Front.” So Mr. Sherriff’s studies 
will be interrupted. 


TWO POPULAR FILMS. 


“My Wife's Family ” has been so attrac 
tive at the Grafton that it is retained for a 
third week.

VIEWS ON THE 
ELECTION. 


—————&—— 


THE course of the election in the 
Free State has been followed 
with close interest in Britain and on 
the Continent. The following are 
extracts from some. of the leading 
cross- 
opinion on present issue :— 

An editorial in the Morning Post to-day 


remarks :—' The Irish elections go badly 
for the Government and correspondingly 
well for the Republican Party. The 


transfer of seats is already considerable 
enough to make it certain that Fianna 
Fail will be the largest party in the 
Dail, which means, unless the unexpected 
happens, that Mr. de Valera will succeed 
Mr. Cosgrave as Prime Minister. Whether 
his party will be strong enough to reign 
alone is another question. The domestic 
politics of a Dominion are in the ordinary 
way her own concern, but the issues 
raised by these elections nearly and ob- 
viously concern Great Britain. 

‘The leader of the victorious faction 
repeats his threat to remove the oath of 
allegiance, and confiscate the annuities, 
which are now received by the British 
Government. as trustee for those to whom 
the money is due. His threats of re- 
pudiation do not consist with his. pro- 
fessions of friendship, or with the com- 
mercial preference for which he evidently 
hopes. The Irish Free State cannot have 
it hoth ways, nor enjoy the advantages of 
a Dominion with the position of a re- 
public.”’ 


DOMINION STATUS. 

The Sunday Times says :— 

“ Returns of the Irish election, still in- 
complete, but full enough to be more 
or less decisive, indicate that Mr. de 
Valera retains a comfortable lead over 
Mr. Cosgrave. This result is not. sur- 
prising; for the Government of which 
Mr. Cosgrave was the head had enjoyed 
an exceptionally long term of office, and 
the swing of the pendulum was bound 
to come, the more #0 because Mr. Uos- 
grave had pursued a policy of great firm- 
ness and determination which, while 
being extremely wise, inevitably made him 
enemies. But, though Mr. de Valera 
now looks like having the reins of Govern- 
ment in his hands, there is no certainty 
that he will be able to use his powers 
to enforce the full extent of his policy. 
Till we know more we need not be 
unduly apprehensive, but — neither 
should we ignore the dangers. Probably 
if a new Free State Government were to 
abolish the oath Britain's wisest course 
would be to let its effect operate automati- 
cally. By so doing the trish Free State 
would cease to be a Dominion; it would 
forfeit the right to tariff preferences and 
the existing double taxation relief, and al! 
Southern Irishmen. living in England 
would become aliens. Mr. de Valera will 
surely think many times before embarking 
on a whole-hogging policy.” 


THE IMPLICATIONS, 


The Observer says :— 

‘* For ten years Mr. Cosgrave has guided 
the infancy of a new State and the fulfil- 
ment of a difficult Treaty. Had his course 
afforded no grounds for criticism he had 
been superhuman. He has not been able 
entirely to avoid errors in the domestic 
sphere or causes of just offence to this 
country ; but he has left upon the Empire 
and the world a deep impression of. good 
faith, and he has planted the conception 
of a stable and responsible Ireland in 
quarters where it would erstwhile have 
been derided. If his countrymen have 
now disavowed himself and his record, it 
can scarcely be by more than a narrow 
aggregate majority ; but, if they have put 
Mr. de Valera in office, we must look quite 
frankly at the implications of that deed,”

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 
Bia Japanese advance on Kiangwan is 
the prelude to the attack on Chapei. 
Their objective is to occupy the Woosung 
railway line and to protect their flank, 
from which they will afterwards launch 
an attack against Chapei. 

The Chinese will thus be penned in 
between them and the Soochow Creek, the 
opposite bank of which forms the 
boundary of the Settlement and is held 
by British and United States troops. 

British headquarters view this scheme 
with anxiety. 

The Japanese are engaged with part of 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s 87th and 88th 
divisions, which are posted to defend 
Kiangwan. This is an important develop- 
ment, as the Japanese have hitherto made 
a special point of differentiating between 
the Chinese 19th Army (composed of 
Cantonese) and Chiang Kai-shek’s troops. 

From Kfangwan to Chapei is. mostly 
open country cut up by awkward creeks, 
dotted with bamboo copses and occasional 
factories, and admirably suited to defence. 


END OF SECOND DAY. 


With nightfall on the second day of the 
Japanese offensive the battle closes, leav- 
ing the military position little changed 
from last night, and the Japanese troops, 
in accordance with their established 
practice in this strange warfare, are now 
awaiting the first streaks of dawn before 
resuming their forward drive. 

Despite furious efforts the Japanese 
have been unable as yet to force their line 
through the town of Kiangwan, where 
Chinese machine-gun nests are still in 
position. 

The chief feature of to-day’s fighting 
has been the slow tempo of the Japanese 
attack—-as though they were doing their 
utmost to minimise casualties and were 
not attempting to advance until after 
several hours of artillery and aerial 
bombardment—and the paucity of the 
artillery reply from the Chinese positions. 

While Japanese casualties to-day are 
officially announced as 100, including two 
officers, they are believed to be consider- 
ably*more, hence the cabled request for the 
immediate despatch of a fresh division. 
It is trustworthily reported that several 
Japanese transports are already lying at 
the mouth of the Yangtze. 

Reuter’s Correspondent in the front line 
reports that so far fighting has not com- 
prised any real clash between large bodies 
of troops, the Japanese at all times being 
sheltered behind artillery and aerial 
covering fire and heavy smoke screens 
created by burning Chinese huts, farm- 
steads and villages. 


RESERVES THROWN IN. 


At 9.30 o’clock this morning the attack 
on Kiangwan was resumed under the pro- 
tection of an artillery barrage, and twenty- 
two whippet tanks of the latest type 
advanced into the town and drove their 


way through the Chinese itions. 
Chinese soldiers ran courageously up to 
them and threw bombs at them, which 


were incapable, however, of penetrating 
the modern armour of the tanks, 

In the wreckage of the stables on 
Kiangwan racecourse Retuter’s Correspon- 
dent saw the dead bodies of the wives 
and families of the grooms piled in heaps 
were seen in Kiangwan town.

The. Chinese are stubbornly holding a 
strongly entrenched position on high 
ground to the west of the village, and 
which is protected by a wide tidal creek, 
and after a bombardment of those posi- 


tions from the air a halt was called for a 
reorganisation preparatory to to-morrow’s 
resumption of the attack, 


TWO BRITISH INJURED. 


For eight hours to-day the forts at 
Woosung were subjected to a violent 
attack from air, sea and land, and still 
the Chinese flag flutters from the forts. 
A revelation of the determination of 
the Chinese soldiers is made in an 
official Japanese report, which declares 
that a number of Chinese troops en- 
trenched in Woosung village succeeded in 
crossing the Woosung Creek this morning, 
but were repulsed by heavy machine-gun 
fire. The fact that the Chinese troops 
crossed the Creek after being subjected 
to continual gun-fire is generally hailed 
as a magnificent feat. 

There have been no troop movements 
in Chapei, but from 6.40 this morning 
the district has been continuously shelled, 
especially the strongly fortified Chinese 
positions in the recently destroyed Com- 
mercial Press in the heart of Chapei, and 
explosions could be seen within five hun- 
dred yards of the Settlement border. The 
bombardment was not answered by the 
Chinese. 

Six firemen of the International Settle- 
ment, including two British, were injured 
by splinters from a Chinese shell this 
nr as they were extinguishing a fire 
near the Japanese headquarters. The

U.S. PETITION TO AID THE 
LEAGUE, 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


The influentially-signed petition pre- 
urging him to notify the League of Nations 
that the United States will co-operate in 
any economic measures the League may 
take to restore peace in the Far East, was 
obviously handled at the White House and 
the State Department as if it were

Officials say, cautiously, that there 
appears to be some sentiment in the

Setting forth the reasons for urging 
President Hoover to take this course, the 
petition recalls that if Japan is found 
guilty by the Assembly of having broken 
the League Covenant, it will be in order 
for the members of the League to prohibit 
trade and commercial relations with her.
